bank of the Angerap, south of Dar­ 
kehmen, aud the village is now said 
to be held by the czar’s troops. 
Troops Sent From Flanders 
N ortheast of Insterburg the Rus­ 
sians encountered unexpectedly large 
forces of Germans concentrated along 
the Lexdehuen-Mallwischken line, to 
the west of Pilkallen.
